Kilmer Leads Ten Consignors 
As 132 Bring $252,950; 
*Blenheim II Tops 


Eastern Breeders, of Virginia, 
Maryland and New Jersey, combined 
to sell 132 yearlings during the first 
week of the 1939 Fasig-Tipton Sar- 
atoga Sales for a total value of $252,- 
950. With the demand for thorough- 
bred yearlings holding strong throu- 
gh the first five days, top prices were 
paid and the 1939 record for a Vir- 
ginia foaled yearling came in the 
*Sir Gallahad [1l—Heloise, by Friar 
Rock, purchased from A. B. Han- 
cock’s Ellerslie lot for $15,000. 
Another from the Ellerslie consign- 
ment bringing a good price was the 
$11,000 *Blenheim Il—Gallant Lady 
bay filly, purchased by the Millsdale 
Stables. 

The current demand for yearlings 
has been good, but there was a lack 
of bidders and buyers. on -‘‘Court 
Manor Night,’ when Willis Sharpe 
Kilmer’s 43 yearlings went up and 
brought $72,300 for an average of 
$1,681. Mr. Kilmer’s lot leads the 
Eastern Breeders for the first week 
with Mr. Hancock’s 11. yearlings 
bringing $35,500. 

The average set on the opening 
night when the Estate of Admiral 
Cary Grayson sold six yearlings for 
$18,800 for an average of $3,133 was 
not bettered until Hancock Night, 
Friday, August 11th.

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THE EVOLUTION OF THE HORSE 


by Gerald B. Webb, M. D., Se. D. 

(The Chronicle’s Managing Editor had the good fortune, when in Colorado last month, to 
persuade his father, Dr. Webb, to write of the “Evolution and Extinction o he Horse in 
America.”’ in that Dr. Webb had made thorough study of this history and again, much of the 
wealth of material came from research in the west. Dr. Webb, a lifelong enthusiast of the 
horse and a resourceful student, was one of the pioneers of polo in the “Little London Town 
of Colorado Springs in the 90's In these early days, during the mining era, the author of 
the following was among Foxhall Keene, Horace Devereux, Bryant Turner, Harvey Lisle, 
Chaioner Schley and others who converted the Western range mustang, the cow-pony and the 
Rodeo “Quarter” horse to their polo use.) 


America gave the horse to the world, and Africa, or Asia, gave man 


to America. 


Opinion is favored that the evolution of the horse took place in 
western America although it has been suggested that it might have 
occurred on the plains of eastern Asia. 

Horse evolution seems to have gone ‘pari passu’ with the develop- 
ment of the plains. The changes in the teeth and feet of the horse 
families had to do with grazing and running on these plains. 

About sixty million years ago the western plains and the Rocky

An example exists at Florissant, Colorado, where the giant redwoods 


(sequoia), similar to those now in California, are found petrified, some 
over seventeen feet in diameter. 

Some of the fossil redwood stumps are tilted to the north, a result 
of the upheaval of the Pike’s Peak region. 

Migrations of horses and men, in waves, took place in opposite 
directions across land which once bridged the Behring Sea. A similar 
land bridge crossed the English Channel enabling man and many animals 
to reach England. Two hundred and fifty thousand years ago the Chellean 
man crossed this bridge, and many years before the horse had reached 
England 

The horse arrived on all continents, except Australia, a country 
too long disconnected with other land. 

St. Patrick gets credit for exterminating the snakes in Ireland, 
but there were never snakes in Ireland, or New Zealand, these islands 


having separated from the main land before the snake era. 


The extraordinary evolution of the horse took some fifty million years, 


that of man, from the primates, about one million years. 

At Canon City, Colorado, was found our oldest vertebrate ancestor, 
the Astraspis, a shell-skinned fish of fresh water. This dates back 375 
million years About a million years later came the amphibians, and 


land animals then began to develop with five toes. These toes were derived 
from the fishes’ fins. The toe evolution is of especial import to this article 
in view of the evolution of the horse from a hypothetical five toed animal. 


In passing, a few bewildering figures might interest. 


By several methods measurement the earth is believed to be over 
thousand million old The first rocks were formed some two 
million years The earliest life began on the earth some 
hundred million years since, and the reptiles have been with 
two hundred million years.

(Greek-hoofed mammal) is probably the earliest 
of the horse family known to us. It may have been the hypothetical five 
toed horse, but unfortunately only the skull has been found. Specimens 
of the skull were found in the London Clay of the Lower Eocene period. 
These little were probably world wide in distribution. The 
Hyracotherium was first named ‘the coney like beast’.

the Hyracotherium twelve stages in the evolution of the 
horse, to the present form, have been found, and several side branches 
are known. Parallel evolution was in progress in other mammals. The 
Litopterna evolved from a probable five toed animal to a one hoofed animal 
on the plains of Argentina. Also, like the horse, this extinct animal evolved 
pulley-wheel joints instead of the ball-and-socket joints of so many mam- 
mals. Excellent specimens of the legs and feet are to be seen in the Ameri- 


can Museum of Natural History, New York.

Eos was the Greek Goddess of dawn. One of the early horse species known 
to us dates to the Eocene (Greek-recent dawn) period of fifty million years 
ago. It has received the name Eohippus (Greek-dawn horse). In the same 
geological period belong the Orohippus (Greek-shore horse), and the Epi- 
hippus (Greek-surface horse). All three of these species had four toes. 
The striking anatomical changes in horse evolution have been in the 
teeth, and in the legs, feet, and toes. The best specimens in this evolution 
have been found along the eastern border of the Rockies, such as Wyoming, 
Colorado, and New Mexico, and also in the ‘bad lands’ of the western states. 


The Eohippus had three complete toes on the hind foot, and the splints 
of the first and fifth can be traced. The fore foot had four complete toes. 


Small herds probably existed and they trusted to hiding in bushes, 
rather than to their heels, in escaping their enemies. The toes ended in 
hoofs, the middle being the longest. About the size of a fox, the Eohippus 
has been described as having a short neck with body plump and rounded. 
This animal had three grinding or crushing teeth on each side of both jaws. 


The Orohippus, described proportioned like a whippet, found in 
Wyoming, had four toes in use on the fore feet and three on the hind feet, 
but the splints of the fourth and fifth have disappeared. The pre-molar 
teeth were becoming molars and this became more marked in the next spec- 
ies, the Epihippus. The central toe now became much larger than the side 
toes.

The Mesohippus (Greek-middle horse), and Miohippus (Greek-lesser 
horse), arrived at three toes on each foot, the side toes bearing very little 
of the weight of the animals. They were about the size of a collie dog. The 
Mesohippus had evolved six grinding teeth. This horse, found in the Da- 
kotas and Nebraska, had taken some fifteen million years to evolve from the 
Eohippus. 

The Anchitherium

(Greek-near, a wild beast), of the Miocene period of 
years ago, was found only in Europe, and little is 
It belonged to the ‘lowland’ or ‘forest’ horse group 


and was about three feet high, 








The Hypohippus (Greek-under horse) of which a complete skeleton wag 
found near Pawnee Buttes, Colorado, was the size of a Shetland pony. It 
was named by Professor Osborn the ‘three toed forest horse’. 


The Parahippus (Greek-near horse), also of the Miocene, was perhaps 
the first horse to walk on one toe and belonged to the upland horse group, 
It is described as having lost the rounded curve of the back, resembling 
more the zebra type. The teeth depressions now called ‘cups’ had develop- 
ed. 


The Merychippus (Greek-ruminate horse) known as the ‘desert horse’ 
is represented by twenty-two species. Large numbers of specimens haye 
been found. The slend& side toes did not reach the ground. With long 
neck and saddle back, the Merychippus began to resemble more and more 
the modern horse. Cement was present over the enamel of the teeth and, ag 
in the case of the modern horse ,the molars erupted slowly to compensate 
for wearing caused by grinding. 


The next stage in horse evolution was marked by the Hipparion, the 
Protohippus and the Pliohippus. The Hipparion (Greek-pony horse) wag 
about the size of an ass and was prevalent in Europe, Asia, and North Amer- 
ica. The Protohippus (Greek-first horse) and the Pliohippus (Greek-plio- 
cene horse) were only found in America. The ‘fore feet’ of these horses 
had a fragment of bone back of the ‘knee’ which represented the last vestige 
of the fifth toe of their ancestors. The Pliohippus was a distinct ‘one-toed’ 
horse and approximated the modern horse in size. 


The Plesippus, from the Texas Pliocene, was proportioned like the 
modern Arab horse. The fibula of the hind leg had almost disappeared and 
the tibia—-the shin bone of man—carried the whole weight of the animal, 
This is said to be the last change in the evolution of the horse. 


In the fore leg similar changes had taken place. In man the fore arm 
is made up of two parallel bones, the radius and ulnar, and in the horse the 
ulnar disappeared, becoming, in part, consolidated with the radius. The 
horse is the only living animal with one toe on each foot. The hoof is the 
counterpart of the nail of the middle toe or finger of man. 


In the Pleistocene age of a million years ago, coinciding with the age of 
man, the Hippidium (Greek-small horse), with very short legs, and the 
Onohippidium (Greek-ass horse), developed in South America. The Greek 
word ‘hippus’ meaning a horse, now gives place, in scientific lore, to the 
Latin ‘equus’, with the same meaning. 


The Equus scotti was found in the Texas Pleistocene, and was one of 
the horses becoming extinct in the Ice Age. 


Studies in evolution have shown that the horse, rhinoceros, and tapir, 
all must have descended from a common ancestor. 


The one-toed psuedo-horse, the Thoatherium, living in South America 
in the Miocene period, went even further in development than the true 
horse. About the size of a fox terrier the side toes disappeared to mere 
traces, instead of to splints as in the modern horse. 


All horses had disappeared from the American continents before the 
advent of the American Indians. They appear to have vanished about the 
time of the second ice-age of the Pleistocene period. 


Today the only living species of wild horse in existence is the Equus 
Przewalski, or tarpan, of Gentral Asia. An excellent specimen of this Mon- 
golian tarpan, about 13 hands, was recently seen in the Philadelphia Zoo. 

Ponies, zebras, quaggas, and asses are all remaining variations of the 
once extensive horse families. 

The Norseman’s horse of Europe seems to have originated the ‘Draft’ 
horse, and may have been related to the Przewalsky horse. The primitive 
cave-dwellers in the south of France depicted this horse 250 thousand years 
aZzo.

The Oconomowoc Hounds _ have 
been moved from their temporary 
quarters in Delafied to the old origi- 
nal Kennels opened ten years ago by 
the Hunt on Pabst Farms. These 
Kennels are much more elaborate, 
expensive to maintain, but the facil- 
ities are ideal and the Hunt is in 
hope that it will be able to properly 
maintain them. Hounds are said to 
look better already as the result of 
the move from the temporary Ken- 
nels, which had become rather _ in- 
adequate. 

At the present writing, according 
to Clement Hackney, #oint-Master 
with Robert E. Pabst, and Honorary 
Secretary, “the Oconomowoc Hunt 
has 9 1-2 couple of English Fox- 
hounds, with the exception of one 
cross-bred Hound. Two couple of 
home-bred English Hounds and two 
couple of English Foxhounds  pur- 
chased from Mr. Stewart’s Cheshire 
Hounds will be entered this fall.’’ 

“With all the youngsters to enter 
this fall, T am still trying to find a 
couple of good lead Hounds. They do 
not necessarily have to be English 
Foxhounds, nor do they have to be 
particularly fast, because I always 
make it a practice of circling the 
drag. 

Our cub hunting or early morn 
ing training will start within the 
next ten days with the opening meet 
about the middle of September. This 
of course, depends upon the weather 
and whether the corn will be cut by 
that time. We will hunt as long as the 
going enables us, which is usually 
around Thanksgiving, but with a 
break in the weather we have often 
been able to carry on until Christmas 
time. Climatic conditions are such up 
here that we have really too short a 
hunting season. It resolves itself 
down to feeding Hounds nine months 
and hunting three at the outside.” 

Meets are held two days a week, 
With occasional bye-days. Oconomo- 
woc, Wis., is west of Milawaukee. 
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HEARTWORM SHOWS 


INCREASE IN HOUNDS

Hounds look thin or may _ still 
look o. k. and yet tire at the end of 
a day, and we think of hookworm or 
poor food or what not. Often it is this 
and no one is more sold than I on 
keeping hookworm at a minimum 
and feeding the best food. However 
as we know, often all apparent caus- 
es are checked, and still the hound 
is not right. What may be the trouble 
is heartworm or filaria. Filaria im: 
mitis was discovered by Panthot way 
back in 1679 but nobody paid much 
attention to him or even to promin- 





ent vets as late as after the war. Then 
field trial dogs began keeling over 
in their second series, and being in 
the South where all parasites are 
worse, owners gradually began to 
have their thousand dollar field 
trial hopes tested and treated. 

In the North the M. F. H.’s obser- 
ved an ostrich attitude which was 
o. k. until hounds from the South 
began carrying up the disease. At the 
University Veterinary Hospital where 
I have the honor of being on _ the 
Board of Managers the percentage 
of infected animals from the South 
has increased from zero. per. cent 
gradually each year until it is over 
30 per cent, and now it is in evidence 
in the northern kennels from ignor- 
ance or laziness, just as hookworm 
marched up in the early part of the 
century. In fact, some otherwise ex- 
emplary kennels, run over 50. per 
cent infected. 

The anatomy treatment takes about 
three weeks on the average and the 
intervenous injections should be 
given by a vet. My personal experi- 
ence, confined until this year to 
hounds bought or given me, has 
been most satisfactory ail having 
been cleared up, and the only fatali- 
ties having been deliberate ones 
where I gave the hound to experi- 
ment on for dosages, ete. This year T 
had the first positive reactions 
among hounds of my own breeding, 
but last week the last one had its 
third successive negative test and 
apparently the whole kennel is now 
free, and by strict quarantine, I hope 
to keep it so. 

The micro filariae are small _ al- 
most transparent worms which track 
around under the microscope in their 
drop of blood on a slide like minia- 
ture sea serpents. The test is quite 
easy to make and it would be splen- 
did if Masters would have their 
local vet examine their hounds and 
segregate and treat all positive ones. 
The bug is carried by mosquitoes 
and hounds clear one day can be in- 
fected the next by some kennelmate 
with it. 

When the infected hound is posted 
you may find enough adult worms. 
like long pieces of spaghetti, to fill a 
quart jar. Mundhenk and Greene of 
the Alabama Polytechnic Institute 
Nave just published a paper in Vet- 
‘rinary Medicine in which they say 
“Although exceedingly common in 
some parts of the world, particular- 
'y in the Orient, heart worm infect- 
‘on in the United States was consid- 
red, until recently, to be more or 
less restrieted to the Gulf and South 
Atlantic coasts; but lately it has 
been reported from practically all 
parts of the country.”

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ERDENHEIM FAMED 
FOR RACE HORSES 


Scene Of White Marsh Races 
September 23rd, Linked With 


Immortal Turf Names 





By Tobias Wagner 

So you're planning to go out to 
Whitemarsh on Saturday, Septem- 
ber 23rd, for an afternoon of first- 
class hunt racing on the grounds of 
the Erdenheim Stud? Will vonr 
jaunt to this Whitemarsh Valley 
Hunt Club Meet mean anything to 
you other than an average day’s 
sport and the enjoyment of one of 
America’s most’ beautiful private 
courses ? 


It ought to, because, you’ll be on a 
pilgrimage to a spot steeped in the 
finest traditions of the turf. For at 
Erdenheim breeding and racing his 
tory has been made, affecting the 
Sport of Kings on both sides of the 
Atlantic. 


Aristides Welch, was the first 
noteworthy incumbent. He_ chose 
Erdenheim for his stud-farm and 
brought the great Leamington there 
from England. Leamington got manv 
outstanding horses; enriched ths 
thoroughbred breed; died at Erden- 
heim, respected; and rests in peace 
beside the Wissahickon, with a fit- 
ting headstone over him. Beside him 
lies buried Maggie B. B., by Austra- 
lian, the sterling brood-mare. 


Among the most notable of *Leam- 
ington's get were Aristides, Alarm. 
Longfellow, Iroquois and Parole, all 
formidable names in the annals of 
the course. The two last named 
crossed the seas to triumph in the 
land of their fathers under the silks 
of the late Pierre Lorillard. Troquois 
came within an ace of capturing the 
“triple crown” of British racing, 
winning the Epsom Derby and the 
St. Leger in 1881 and running second 
in the Two Thousand Guineas 
Parole, foaled a year earlier, accoun- 
ted for the City and Suburban, and 
outdid Isonomy, handicap champion 
of his time, in the Newmarket Handi 
cap. These hard-won laurels of the 
two invaders did much to convince 
our “British cousins” that they held 
no monopoly on the secrets of breed 
ing, training, and, incidentally, win- 
ning. 

The fame of Erdenheim was now 
established, and into this White- 
marsh Valley were to come others 
intent on training horses, so that al: 
most every other acre of it became 
at last, dedicated to some form of 
equine activity. Aristides Welch, he 
of the resounding name and fame 
was succeeded by Commodore Kit- 
son; he, in turn, by Mr. R. N. Car 
son; Mr. Carson by R. Neson Buck- 
ley; and at last, Mr. George D. Wid 
ener took over the Mastership of the 
Erdenheim Stud. 

Under Mr. Widener’s aegis the 
fortunes of Erdenheim have glowed 
in a new effulgence. Even when 
speaking of Caesar’s conquests one 
Must hegin somewhere. And so we 
start with St. James, by Ambassador 
IV (purchased from Mr. Arthur Han- 
cock), who may well be called the 
cornerstone of the current establish 
ment. A Belmont Futurity winner 
his record, in training and at stud 
is‘a thing to marvel at. 

Mr. Widener’s sagacious discrim- 
ination in the acquisition of St. 
James has been properly rewarded 
by a good list of winning sons. and 
daughters. Most notable among these 


is Jamestown, himself a Futurity 


winner like his father. Even if there

above the common herd: firstly, he 
was clocked, unofficially, in the 
fastest time on record for six fur- 
longs, while setting the stinging pace 
for Equipoise when the latter won 
an Arlington Stake Race to set the 
world’s mark for the mile of one 
minute thirty-four and two-fifths 
seconds; secondly, he sired Johns- 
town. 

Then there was Galetian, bred at 
Xrdenheim and destined, perhaps, 
to be chiefly remembered for a sin- 
gle member of his progeny: the 
phenomenal Sation, out of Salacia. 
Sation could have burned up even an 
asbestos track at sprint distances. 
Built like a locomotive, often ham- 
pered by bandages, Sation was one 
of those superlatively useful horses 
who just missed being ‘great’ by 
the breadth of a throat-latch. 

Mr. Widener’s taste in blood-lines 
has always been refreshingly catho- 
lic. He has never been tied down to 
one strain. And his extra-mural ex- 
periments have, time and again, add- 
ed distinguished names to the chron- 
icle of the turf. They have resulted 
to pick a few at random—in_ the 
foaling at Erdenheim of such mem- 
orable animals as Jack High, by 
John P. Grier; Chiestraw, by Chicle; 
and Hight Thirty, by Pilate. 

But Erdenheim is far from being 
alone in its glory. At the opposite 
end of the Valley, north, lies the 
Estate of Mr. Ralph B. Strassburger, 
famous here and abroad for his suc- 
cessful interest in the breed. Nearer 
by is Lothian Farm, where Mr. Char- 
les Cheston supervised the training 
of his inimitable Captain Kettle, by 
Peter Pan out of Bubble, who twice 
won and twice ran second in the 
Maryland Hunt Cup and is generall! 
conceded the title of the ‘“‘greatest 
timber horse for the greatest timber 
course in the world.’’ There is Hay- 
field, too, where Mr. E. M. Cheston, 
erstwhile expert race rider, condi- 
tions, amongst others, Mr. John 
Strawbridge’s Coq Bruyere (by Coq 
Gaulois), rated by some as consist- 
ent a campaigner ‘over the sticks” 
as this decade has produced. Farther 
to the east is Idle Dell Farm, where 
lives Mr. Scott P. Harlan, veteran 
trainer, who has had in his charge 
it one time or another such top-not- 
ehers as Mars, Scapa Flow, Bateau, 
Kdith Cavell, Florence Nightingale. 
‘dle Dell, Cherry Malotte, Rathcow- 
an, and many others. And on the 
ity side of Erdenheim dwells Mr. J. 
G. Leiper, Jr.. redoubtable once in 
the saddle and still redoubtable at 
bringing racers to hand. 

Captain Kettle and Coq Bruyere, 
mentioned above, both won the 
Pennsylvania Hunt Cup, the feature 
of a card of six events run over the 
track which Mr. Widener annually 
loans so generously to the White- 
marsh Valley Hunt Club for its fall 
meet. And Billy Barton, too, accoun- 
ted for this steeplechase in 1927; 
the same immortal Billy Barton who 
later came second to Tipperary Tim 
in the English Grand National and 
would, without doubt, have come 
first had he not unfortunately been 
bothered by a _ riderless horse and 
bobbled at the last jump. 

Yet these three are but a smatter- 
ering of the long list of contenders 
who have been tacked up in the 
breeding-enclosures beside the Erd- 
enheim barns. Little Battleship, lat- 
er winner of the Aintree classic, 
faced the barrier here once and came 
to grief at a brush jump. Another 
Man O'War colt. Annapolis, won the 


“Troquois,”’ on the flat two years in 
succession. And such other famous 
names as Dock Light, by Man O’War, 
and Argonaut II, shad-bellied grey, 
both winners of the ‘Billy Barton’’

Noction, with his 
trainer W. Hayhurst up, carrying 139 
pounds, won his last outing over 
hurdles at Aqueduct June 30th, run- 
ning his 1939 campaigning to four 
wins and two shows in eight outings 
and all the while performing in class 
on the hunt-meeting and big-track 
steeplechasing circuits. He was ship- 
ped to Colorado the first week in 
July.

“Jim,” as Noction is affectionally 
known to his owners and handlers, 
is a beautiful bodied little entire 
horse of 15.3 hands and first caught 
The Chronicle’s interest when he ran 
third behind Mr. Bostwick’s Masked 
Knight and Aylward at Pinehurst 
last March. Noction and his Trainer- 
Rider next made headlines with the 
Stewards at the Aiken Mile Track 
Assn. Meeting on March 25 when 
they finished first in the 1% 
hurdle heat, “The Fermata’’, and 
then reported voluntarily that a flag 
had been cut. It is hard enough to 
lose a race, much less give one away 
in disqualification, and many there 
were at Aiken that day who respect- 
ed Hayhurst’s integrity and action.

To an owner of a large stable, ac- 
customed to reverses of racing for- 
tune, this disqualification would have 
seemed insignificent, but to Mrs. Sin- 
claire, Noction’s owner, this decision 
was heart-breaking, for there is a his- 
tory back of the little chestnut that 
makes him more than a horse to his 
owner. Noction is a pet. Noction is 
the three and all in one star cast of 
“Plum Creek’’-—he is the very apple 
of Mrs. Sinclaire’s eye. 


In 1930, Mr. and Mrs. Sinclaire, 
who had been breeding a few thor- 
oughbreds in Colorado for polo pon- 
ies, imported Noctifer, a brown, 
eleven year old horse, by Sunstar— 
Cyclamen, by Cyllene, who goes 
straight back to Ben Brush. The Sin- 
claires had ambitions of raising bet- 
ter polo ponies and even raising a 
few thoroughbreds to race. Mr. Sin- 
claire, a big man, of fully six feet 
four inches, wanted heavyweight 
ponies to carry him at speed. *Nocti- 
fer came over, along with a few 
mares in 1930 and stood two seasons 
in Colorado when in 1932, death cut 
short his career. His sudden pas- 
sing left “Plum Creek” without a 
stallion and the Sinclaires decided to 
carry on with his son Noction, then 
two, and in training for polo and 
proving an apt pupil. 


“Jim’’ was given a few mares the 
following season and he would have 
a four year old son at this writing 
had the colt not met with an untimely 
end. As it is, despite two seasons of 
20 goal polo on the Pacific Coast, at 
Midwick and also in Colorado, 
Noction has eleven sons and daugh- 
ters. As a polo pony, the little chest- 
nut proved keen, handy and of reai 
quality. He was a weight carrier and 
had all the playing characteristics 
and style of a top pony. 


It was only last August, a year 
ago, that Hayhurst persuaded Mv. 
Sinclaire to give up his polo-playing 
stallion and give the horse a chance 
to show his wares at the races. Cou- 
firmed as he was with a right lead 
for polo (Mr. Sinelaire confirms all 
his mounts with a right lead,) Jim" 
had to be schooled a-new and train- 
ed to run. He came to this readily 
and was entered in a flat race in 
Colorado, at the El Paso County 
Hounds Hunt Meeting, which he won 
under wraps, as he pleased. This 
race is run on a plateau above Col- 
orado Springs, at an elevation of 
over 6,000 feet. “Plum Creek 
Ranch” lies at an altitude above sea 
level of this or more, in consequence 
all the progeny of “Plum Creek” 
have the characteristic great heart- 
girth of Colorado-breds. Nocticn, 
though but 15.3, girths a full 72 
inches. 


The Sinclaires were gratified with 
“Jim's” El Paso County outing. 
They were encouraged to send him 
east to the hunt-meetings that fall 
(1938) and so they did.

THERE THEY STAND” 


Breeding race horses is a most fascinating business, its greatest appeal, 
its very uncertainty for the game, in spite of all the theories, the experience, 
the blood, is still an amazing gamble. Salvator says, 

“Any man who has the price can become the owner of a great race horse, 














but many a man has spent the better part of a lifetime in the effort to 
breed one and has not succeeded.” 

In the game of breeding thoroughbreds, the first great mile stone for the 
breeder is his yearling crop. The weanlings are too small for anyone but 
the shrewdest to hazard more than a guess on the future of the blood horse 
on the track. The yearling, just before his initial trials, has in him all the 
elements of the game of breeding from its most fascinating angle. For here 
is the untried race horse, with the blood that could give him the speed of 
a second Man o’War, the conformation of an Equipose, the reputation for 
the soundness of an Ormonde. There are many theories on breeding. Mr. 
A. B. Hancock, one of the most successful of all American breeders tells his 
theory briefly, “I follow success,” says the owner of Ellerslie and Claiborne. 
Could anything be simpler, but the yearling as he enters the threshold of 
his racing career is still the greatest of all probabilities for time and time 
again, the highest priced yearlings are still not the great race horses of the 
morrow. The late Captain Phillip Walker paid but $300.00 for The Por- 
ter because he liked the way he moved as a colt. 

Up at Saratoga the yearlings are going before the hammer, making racing 
history of the future. There they stand, in all their symmetry of grace and 
beauty, things apart, before the crowd, with the blood that is older than 
kings in their veins. What will they do? Colonel John F. Wall, in that 
interesting book, Thoroughbred Bloodlines, tells us that Rock Sand was 
raised on a two acre paddock; Pocahontas, Equipose and Cavalcade were 
first foals. Diomed won the first English Derby and failed in the English 
Stud; Regret raced well and produced nothing of note; Sir Barton raced 
well but was a mediocre sire; Pocahontas was a roarer but produced Stock- 
well Ormonde, one of the very great horses had bad wind although the 
soundest horses racing today can trace their origin to Ormonde. 

There are men in che racing business now who have the uncanny ability 
to pick successful race horses as yearlings or even earlier as foals. These 
men are not many. Much of this selection must be the result of the careful 
study of three factors; conformation, performance and blood lines with the 
knowledge always uppermost that “like produces like’’. 

There are particular strains at Saratoga this year which are of unusual 
significance to the breeder particularly those of Imp. Blenheim II and Imp. 
Sir Gallahad HI for this blood has been unusually successful. These yearl- 
ings are bringing down great prices and well they deserve to, but still the 
knowledge remains well established in every breeder’s mind that ‘‘nicks” 
have come from the most unexpected. Blandford was out of Blanche and 
Blanche ran eight races but never won. 

In the carriage of their heads, the look of the eye, the way they stride, in 
the combinations of blood coursing their veins, in their bone and substance, 
deep in their very fibres, is the secret of the success of these yearlings. They 
have come up from their farms and paddocks, from Kentucky meadows, 
from the blue grass of Virginia, the pastures of Maryland. Each with their 
secret locked tight in their hearts. It is this secret that can represent mil-

THE EVOLUTION OF THE HORSE 


Continued From Page One 





The Arabian horse, also known as the Libyan horse, is believed to have 
been derived from a strain different to the Norseman’s horse, and its origi- 
nal home was northern Africa, 


From this stock was developed the race horse and thoroughbred of 
England, and the trotting horse of America. 
Scientists have always been puzzled as to why the horse disappeared from 
America. Another problem has been the simultaneous disappearance of the 
dinosaurs on all continents of the world at the same time. 


It is well known that when the Spaniards reintroduced horses to the 
western hemisphere, they increased and multiplied on the plains as they 
had done millions of years before. Several explanations have been offered 
in regard to the dying out of the horse in America. One suggestion has 
been that it had to do with the glacial ice-cap prevailing in the Pleistocene 
period of a million years ago. This could hardly have affected the horses in 
South America. 


Another suggestion has been that their extermination was due to insect 
pests. At Florissant, Colorado, where petrified sequoias have been found, 
there were also found, in fossil form, some of the earliest butterflies, (simi- 
lar butterflies still exist in the region showing no progress in evolution) 
and some thousand varieties of insects. These insects included the tse-tse 
fly which in Africa carries the trypanosome of sleeping sickness. 


Fitting in with the theory of such a disease exterminating the horse, it 
is known that the larger species of horse also disappeared from Africa in 
pre-historic times. The wild ass and zebra however did not disappear from 
Africa. 

We know how alert man has to be today to save himself and his crops 
and stock from insect destruction. And scientists warn us that insects may 
still be our undoing! 


Man himself has seriously interfered with Nature, causing the disap- 
pearance of forests, the passenger pigeon, the buffalo, and of other flora 
and fauna. 


Flint flaking is known to go back 250,000 years to the Chellean period 
of man, or the Old Stone Age. In one of the communes in France deposits 
of the Solutrean man of 20,000 B. C. have been found containing the re- 
mains of at least 100,000 horses. 


But in America man had not arrived when the horse was dying out. 
The American Indians appear to have developed from the Mongolians who 
crossed the Behring Staits in the New Stone Age of about 10,000 B. C. 


Dr. Ales Hrdlicka, of the Smithsonian Institute, is at the moment re- 
turning from Siberia with the skull of an Algonquin, Indian type, prehis- 
toric man. The Algonquin Indian was scattered over North and South 
America, of long headed type, and differing from the round-headed Alaskan 
type. (N. Y. Times, Aug. 1, 1939) 


But the horse disappeared from the American continents upwards of a 
million years ago, long before the advent of the American Indian. 


Many varieties of camels developed in America, one with a long neck 
like a giraffe. These as well as the rhinoceros, elephant, mammoth and 
mastodons, all disappeared. The camels were reintroduced by Jefferson 
Davis, when Secretary of War, about 1856, to mount the troops in the South 
West. 


Saber-tooth tigers, like those found in the La Brea asphalt pools in 
Southern California, also disappeared. 


According to Elmer S. Riggs ‘‘the old and highly specialized lines of 
mammals in North America were dying out.’’ Similar developments were 
taking place in South America, although the llamas and vicunas remained. 


Riggs’ conclusion is that ‘“‘the horse, in Pliocene time, had reached a 
degree of racial old age which, as in the camel of the time, greatly lowered 
his adaptability to changed conditions of living .... while his near rela- 
tives in Asia and his more distant relatives in Africa survived until modern 
times.”’ 


Did the evolution of other animals, such as the buffalo, have anything 
to do with the crowding out, and extinction of the horse?
